THE WEEPING WALLET 

Even on $100,000, Minneapolis is America’s 
10th least affordable city 


I t’s not news that those of modest 
income are being priced out of Min¬ 
neapolis. What may surprise you is 
that even the solidly middle-class 
are taking a beating. 

Magnify Money, a consumer finance site, 
has compiled some interesting stats from 
the U.S. Census and beyond. Though the 
troubles of the poor get a great deal of ink, 
it wanted to examine the woes of a young 
couple with a preschool child earning a 
combined $100,000. The findings are not 
pretty. 

Fifty-four percent of Minneapolis couples 
break that threshold, making it a fairly com¬ 
mon income. Still, that’s barely enough to 
make ends meet. 

The site’s rankings assume said family 
has the t 5 ^ical work health coverage, 401k 
contributions, tax deductions, and spending 
habits. The most punishing cities are alineup 
of the obvious. BigTech has made San Jose 


the worst, followed respectively by D.C., 
San Francisco, Boston, and Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, the nation’s highest-income 
state. 

What’s surprising—or perhaps heart¬ 
breaking—is that Minneapolis has sur¬ 
passed Denver, Seattle, Portland, Chicago, 
and L.A. among the least attainable. 

Minneapolis’ costs tend to be relatively 
average for things like food, transporta¬ 
tion, etc. Where the pricing begins to soar 
is with state taxes and housing. 

At $439, the city’s state tax burden was 
the highest in the country, more than twice 
what one would pay in California. A great 
many quality-of-life benefits come from 
that, but those can be of little solace to 
residents when the monthly bills are 
bleeding red. 

The city also has abnormally high hous¬ 
ing costs, especially for the Midwest. While 
an average of $1,953 a month doesn’t com¬

pare to San Jose’s $2,760, we’re now just 
$156 a month below the New York City 
average. 

Part of the problem is simple math. Min¬ 
neapolis is a geographically tiny city, with 
scant available land to build. And unlike 
most Midwest cities, it’s growing rapidly, 
up nearly 50,000 people since 2010. So 
while the taxes maybe high, they produce 
the amenities and the social livability driv¬ 
ing new residents to town. 


Housing, of course, is another matter. 
Though the city has been on a building 
bender for years, it can’t keep pace with 
all the newcomers. And since developers’ 
principal pursuit is profit, most new con¬ 
struction consists of higher-end condos and 
apartments, which exacerbates the grand 
divide between the haves and have-nots. 

Throw it all together, and the proto¬ 
type couple has just $149 left in disposable 
income each month, -pete kotz

Major League Eating is a 365-day-a-year pursuit

on’t be cynical.” 

I’m being chas¬ 
tised by Sam Barclay, 
the ringmaster and 
hype man of Major 
League Eating—or the MLE, as competi¬ 
tors and the equally obsessed call it. 

If you’ve ever witnessed an eating com¬ 
petition up-close, cynicism isn’t a valid 
reaction. I try to assure Barclay that good 
ol’ American shock and/or awe are the 
only two acceptable responses, but it’s 
his job to hyperbolize and mine to bask 
in wonder, especially at this time of year. 

The Fourth of July is the competitive 
eating world’s Christmas, and Barclay its 
tireless Santa. Each year, Nathan’s Famous 
Hot Dog Eating Contest, an MLE-sanc- 
tioned event, takes place at New York’s 
Coney Island boardwalk. It airs on ESPN. 
Competitive eating is treated like the sport 
that it is. Eaters are introduced as tickers 
scroll beneath their faces, citing bizarre 
statistics. One year, while I was working 
at a local bar’s (defunct) hot dog eating 
competition, the Nathan’s contest played 
on all our televisions and I swear some 
dude’s claim to fame appeared as “Mixed 
Seafood Champion of the World,” followed 
immediately by a tiny woman who had 
“eaten 12 percent of her body weight in 
cheesecake.” 

Is that what competitive eaters do for 
the other 364 days of the year? 

Meet Ethan Teske, age 30. This born- 
and-raised Minnesotan has accumulated 
quite a record of eating according to Eat- 
Feats.com, such as having been the first 
recorded human to conquer Angry Taco’s 
five-pound burrito challenge atRosedale’s 
Revolution Hall. At a June MLE event at 
Fortune Bay Resort and Casino in Tower, 
Minnesota, Teske placed sixth in his field, 
downing six pounds of wild rice hotdish 
in just eight minutes and taking home 
$100 in prize money. 

Barclay’s account of the day was 
Homeric. “By the grace of god, Miki Sudo 
[of Las Vegas] set a new world record 
in Wild Rice Hotdish,” he effervesced. 
“She’s the number-six ranked eater in 
the world, combined men and women, 
number-one ranked woman, and current 
World Champion in Ice Cream—16.5 pints 
of ice cream in six minutes.” 

In this off-season, exactly how many 
people showed up for what amounts to a 
uniquely Minnesotan, world-class com¬ 
petition held on the shores of stunning 
Lake Vermillion? By Barclay’s estimate. 


“Approximately 10,000. An 3 where from a 
handful to ten thousand.” When I couldn’t 
contain my laughter, he pumped the brakes. 
“About 100,” he finally conceded. 

Teske, in contrast, portrays his achieve¬ 
ments with a more human level of exci¬ 
tation. “I always tell people competitive 
eating is kind of like professional wrestling. 
There’ll be the stars, and the underdogs,” 


explains Teske. “Eaters like to talk a lot 
of smack to each other, but it’s all just 
friendly banter.” 

He considers himself part of the nation’s 
“independent scene,” a position that lets 
him be “unsigned” and therefore free to 
compete in non-MLE events, yet friendly 
with the organization and its roster of stars. 
The way he describes it, there are two veins 


of competitive eating: food challenges, like 
those based in local restaurants a la Man 
V. Food, and timed eating contests, such as 
MLE’s Fortune Bay event and the one at 
Coney Island. Teske does both (and does 
them well), but in terms of goals within 
the eating world, he isn’t so jazzed about 
hoovering dogs on the boardwalk. 

“Different competitive eaters have dif¬ 
ferent goals in mind. The Nathan’s Hot 
Dog Contest is essentially the Super Bowl 
of competitive eating. Some people get to 
go there every year, some people would 
love to go there. Like, I think it would be 
fun, but I wouldn’t say it’s an overall goal.” 
Instead he says, “Td like to get food chal¬ 
lenge wins in all 50 states.” 

Teske pulls double duty in the work¬ 
force, and travels a lot for his job. When 
not working in pest control, he’s a member 
of the Minnesota Army National Guard. 
“My job in the military is... a cook.” 

He regularly makes the food he scarfs, 
in the same volume. “If you ever randomly 
need 180 pounds of hotdish. I’m your guy.” 
For better or worse, this allows him to see 
where a food goes wrong, and he feels it. 
“One of the worst parts, for me, of competi¬ 
tive eating is having to deal with terrible 
food. Like when you take that first bite and 
instantly regret your decision to do that 
contest or challenge. Usually that’s not a 
problem, but sometimes it is.” 

The wild rice hotdish at Fortune Bay 
was one of these situations, and not only 
accordingto Teske. Darrien Thomas, MLE’s 
number-one ranked eater in Canada, tied 
for fourth in the event by stomaching eight 
pounds of the chunky stuff, before writing 
on Instagram that this particular hotdish 
was “a lot harder to eat than expected.” 

Barclay said he tasted the hotdish himself 
“I had a small bite.” Ever the MLE party- 
man, he claimed it “made me want to be 
from Minnesota, and have a Minnesotan 
grandmother.” At the mention of Thomas’ 
suggestion that the food proved “harder” 
than anticipated, Barclay went low. “Per¬ 
haps the gentleman in question lacks the 
moral courage necessary to tackle hotdish.” 

For those with the moral fiber of a com¬ 
petitive eater, Minnesota’s next major 
eating competition comes in November, 
when the MLE heads back to Fortune Bay 
for its annual World Indian Taco Eating 
Championship. Registration will be open to 
those signed to the MLE, as well as plucky 
young upstarts like Teske... or you. 

Best start training now. Last year’s 
winner housed 30.5 fry bread tacos in 
eight minutes. 03

LIGHT GREY ART LAB 
Light Grey Art Lab’s newest exhibition,

In the ambitious Midsommar, there’s much more to be afraid of than the dark

f you’ve seenHereditary, you already 
know how skilled Ari Aster is at scar¬ 
ing the crap out of people. It was an 
instant horror classic, an even more 
impressive accomplishment because 
it was the director’s debut feature. Aster’s 
already shown off his talent for the genre. 
WithMzdsommar, he reveals his aspirations. 

While it stills works within a classic 
horror framework, Midsommar’s setting 
makes for an uncommon scary movie. After 
a family tragedy, Dani (Florence Pugh) 
joins her boyfriend (Jack Reynor) and his 
Ph.D.-candidate buddies on a trip to rural 
Sweden, where the midnight sun shines 
a light on the strange customs of a secre¬ 
tive commune. Most of the picture takes 
place during the “daytime,” which offers 
a unique challenge for a horror director. 


It’s ahold move for a second feature, but 
Aster is more than capable of creeping us 
out without physical darkness to rely on. 

Midsommar’s trajectory isn’t hard to 
guess, especially when the characters do 
their very best to ignore countless red 
flags—for wannabe doctors, these guys 
aren’t too bright. That predictability would 
be a knock if the execution weren’t so good, 
with Midsommar’s trope use ultimately 
feeling like an homage to the Dumb Col¬ 
lege Kids in the Woods subgenre, rather 
than a failed plot. In some ways it’s actu¬ 
ally scarier to know the broader strokes 
of what’s coming, because that tension 
sits with us until the other shoe drops, 
and Midsommar proves to be as weird 
as it is memorable. 

Beyond the scares, Midsommar parades 
around some interestingtechnical choices. 


Sure, there might not be a single moment 
as masterfully blocked as that Toni Collette 
corner shot in Hereditary (if you know, 
you know). Yet Aster still displays a keen 
ability to put his cast—from the stars to 
a made-up inbred character to a bunch 
of naked extras—in the right place for 
maximum impact. 

What’s more, Pawel Pogorzelski’s cin¬ 
ematography is mesmerizing—and that’s 
not something that you often notice in a 
horror movie. Whether it’s all in-camera 
or some post-production magic, it’s truly 
unlike an 5 ThingI’ve seen. Composition is 
one thing, but the little details are what 
really stand out. The highlights often 
look blown out, casting halos on lights, 
making the sky look unnatural, giving the 
commune’s ceremonial garb a glowing 
effect. Lens Alters or maybe just rear

anamorphics (or both?) produce strange 
sun flares. And those qualities combined 
with subtle psychedelic CGI not only 
produce one of the most realistic depic¬ 
tions of hallucinogenic drug use in film 
(or so I’m told), but relate that experience 
to the audience. 

Hereditary might be better overall, but 
Midsommar is easily more ambitious. Aster 
could’ve followed up his amazingbreakout 
with something safe and familiar, both in¬ 
story and out. But like Jordan Peele before 
him, he tried his hand at a different kind 
of nightmare, swung for the fences, and 
came up with a substantial and spooky 
second feature. 03

Failed seductions bring big laughs in the park

n a beautiful Minnesota 
summer day, nothing goes 
down better than the humili¬ 
ation of jealous husbands and 
presumptuous cads. That, at 
least, seems to be the lesson of the succes¬ 
sive successes of last year’s Mixed Precipi¬ 
tation picnic operetta and this summer’s 
Shakespeare in Our Parks production by 
Classical Actors Ensemble. 

The picnic operetta was an adaptation 
(via Otto Nicolai) of The Merry Wives of 
Windsor, set in 1970s northern Minnesota. 
This summer. Classical Actors Ensemble are 
doing Shakespeare (more or less) straight 
in an uproarious production bursting with 
creative zest. 

For the free series, now in its sixth sea¬ 
son, director Joseph Papke reliably leads 
accessible productions that remind audi¬ 
ences of Shakespeare’s timeless appeal 
as popular entertainment. Last year, the 
company even dipped a toe into the tragic 
with a successful open-air Eomeo and Juliet 
This summer, working with a play that 
few revere as one of the Bard’s greatest. 


Papke’s popped the cork on a ridiculously 
fun production that the exultant actors 
seem to hope will never end. 

For all its energy, this Merry Wives takes 
a very different tack than the loose and 
deliberately overstuffed picnic operetta. 
Here, the overstuffing is entirely literal 
in a lucid narrative revolving around the 
character who inspired the adjective ‘Tal- 
staffian”: “fat, jolly, and debauched,” per 
Google Dictionary. 

An artificially rotund Joe Wiener has 
never been better, bringing deadpan comic 
timing to the role of a hedonistic knight 
whose sloppy attempt at a dual seduction 
sets him up for a series of increasingly outra¬ 
geous humiliations by Margaret Page (Clare 
Boyd) and Alice Ford (Eli Sibley), who 
conspire to use FalstafPs libido against him. 

In the bargain, they also make a mockery 
of Alice’s husband, Frank (Justin Hooper), 
who believes his wife plans to accept Fal- 
stafPs overtures. In a blisteringly commit¬ 
ted soliloquy on the shame of the cuckold. 
Hooper channels a savage insecurity that 
continues to haunt even after the decep¬ 
tion is revealed and everyone’s smiling.

Lolly Foy’s costumes, along with a 
bright set designed by Hooper and a few 
judiciously chosen pop songs, evoke a 
swinging-’60s milieu that’s consistently 
charming, never more so than in a virtuoso 
opening pantomime that introduces the 
characters and their relationships as they 
roll out of bed and go about their days of 
discipline or dissolution. 

A second plot involves rivals for the 
hand of the independent-minded Anne 
Page (Bridget Foy), daughter of Margaret 
and her husband, George (Robb Krueger, 
resplendent in leisure shorts and loafers). 
It’s nicely acted but downplayed in this 
production, except for the over-the-top 
indignation of Doctor Gains (Daniel Kris¬ 
tian Vopava), a foolish Frenchman whose 
easily misunderstood accent gets played 
for all it’s worth. 

Don’t miss these Merry Wives, stars of an 
extraordinarily enjoyable Shakespeare show 
that hits it, so to speak, out of the park. 03

LOST AND FOUND 

Ryan Traster discovers a new sound after vocal 
cord injury on Choses Obscures

yan Traster had to get out of 
Minneapolis. 

It was 2016 and the singer- 
songwriter had just released 
BrokenPop. Allergies and over¬ 
use had injured his vocal cords, so recording 
the EP had been an arduous effort. He was 
also on the tail-end of a failed relationship. 
To call it, as he does, a “weird time” would 
be an understatement. 

So in October, Traster took a road trip 
that started in upstate New York, continued 


to Virginia, and ended in Nashville. It was 
there, in the bedroom of a rental apartment, 
that Choses Obscures, his new “cosmic coun¬ 
try” album, began to take shape. It’s a fresh 
sound for Traster but might ring familiar 
to listeners, as it’s reminiscent of the wide- 
open ’70s Laurel Canyon sound, with hints 
of David Crosby and Joni Mitchell. Pairing 
sunny instrumentation with sullen l 3 Tics, 
it’s Traster’s best album yet. 

Of course, Traster didn’t know that then, 
because Choses Obscures was still just a 


concept, not a collection of songs he could 
actually play on stage. He attempted one 
performance in Nashville but his voice 
was uncooperative. “It was kind of a disas¬ 
ter,” he says. “I wasn’t able to demo or 
even sing any of my songs at that point.” 
Though he had always been a reluctant 
showman, now he was frustrated by the 
inability to put his songs across. “It was 
pretty grim. I felt pretty lost,” he says. “I 
really did think I was never going to be 
able to perform again.” 

Traster hadn’t been properly diagnosed. 
He couldn’t afford to see an ENT, much 
less have surgery. “I just kind of had to go 
into the ER and be like, ‘Hey, could you 
look at this and tell me how fucked-up they 
are?”’ he recalls. 

While waiting to see if his vocal cords 
would heal on their own, Traster got a job 
“slinging drinks” at the legendary R 5 mian 
Auditorium Considered “the mother church 


of country music,” it was the perfect place 
for a “nerd-level” country music fan to soak 
up music history, memorabilia, and perfor¬ 
mances from the likes of Loudon, Rufus, 
and Martha Wainwright. 

The downtime in Nashville re-instilled 
the value of music in Traster. ‘Tou can see 
the impact that it has on everyone’s lives,” 
he says. At the same time, he did some soul- 
searching of his own. Without the constant 
travel and drinking that had consumed his 
life as atouringmusician, Traster was forced 
to face himself, a process reflected in the 
song “Old World, Present Tense.” “Bury 
me in some tragedy,” he sings. “So I don’t 
have to be me/1 can be abrave protagonist/ 
Fighting to be free.” 

“It sounds so cliche, but really the songs 
did materialize out of this devastating time 
in my life,” he says. “Not culturally devas¬ 
tating, not like, ‘Oh, man, this is the end of 
the world.’ But for me, personally, it was.”

Traster returned to Minneapolis in 
January 2017. His vocal cords healed, 
but after so much time off, “I just didn’t 
know how to sing anymore,” he says. A 
local vocal coach helped him recover his 
voice through physical and psychological 
exercises. 

Traister had previously recorded his 
albums live in a studio with a band, but this 
time, he began tracking himself, lugging his 
recording equipment to “cool spaces” in 
St. Paul and Vancouver, Washington. He 
lifted recording techniques from sources 
like Tape Op magazine, whose founder, 
producer Larry Crane, had worked with 
Elliot Smith, whom Traster identifies as the 
“spiritual guide” for the recording process. 
Band members Michael McGarthwaite 
(guitar), Nick Johnson (bass), Peter Ander¬ 
son (drums), Alexander Young (drums), 
and Andy Holmaas (guitar), along with 
guest vocalists Savannah Smith and Willie 
Wisely, later filled out the album. Traster 
also tracked with Kris Johnson at his St. 
Paul studio. Ed Ackerson mixed and mas¬ 
tered the album. 

Traster named the album after a French 
term that means “dark energy.” But there is 
a bit of optimism here, especially on “New 
Again,” inspired by that initial East Coast 
road trip. “Just 60 more miles and we’ll 
be new again/Let’s book it to that next 
party/Just a few more friends to see/A 
couple more connections and we’ll be 
rich and happy,” Traster sings. 

Hightailing it out of Minneapolis back 
in 2016 “was like turning my back to what¬ 
ever kind of rut I was in,” he says. But 
though hitting the road felt like medicine 
at first, Traster soon learned the age-old 
lesson that if you run from your problems, 
they’ll still catch up with you, albeit in a 
different form. 

“I still have bad habits and a wild itch I 
can’t scratch,” Traister says, but his per¬ 
forming hiatus did change him for the 
better. It wasn’t until he lost his voice that 
he attended a tech bootcamp; he now does 
UX Design for a large company in Portland 
and is “much more employed than I ever 
have been.” When told he could work from 
home, he jumped at the chance to buy a 
house in Joshua Tree. “This has been a 
long-term dream and scheme for me,” 
he says. “It’s such a peaceful, beautiful 
place. It’s really mystical.” 

Traster shares the home with his wife 
and their I4-month-old daughter. Domes¬ 
ticity is a big change for Traster, a once 
notorious wandering hedonist. “I’m 35 
now and I don’t see stabilizing as any kind 
of downside at this point,” he says. “I feel 
ready to embrace it.” 

Settling down has actually been ben¬ 
eficial for his artistic life, too. “Music is a 
whole different thing when your dinner 
and family’s livelihood doesn’t depend on 


it. It’s such a different experience. You can 
really enjoy it.” His daughter has recently 
taken an interest in records, picking them 
up and dancing to the music. “It was a 
huge thrill to throw the new album on 
the turntable and get her feedback. It was 
cool,” says Traster. 

During those dark days in Nashville, 
Traster swore that if he was ever able to 
sing again, he wouldn’t take it for granted. 
And he hasn’t. “Any chance I get to sit 
down with my guitar now, it’s like. This is 
amazing,”’ he says. “I forgot how important 
this was to my soul.” 03

Are her preferences racist? 


I 'm a man from a very liberal back¬ 
ground. Recently, a girl I started 
dating—a girl from a similar back¬ 
ground-mentioned that she has “a 
thing for black guys.” She also met 
my childhood best friend, a man of Korean 
descent, and commented 
to me that she found him 
handsome despite not 
typically being attracted 
to Asian guys. The posi¬ 
tion that I’ve always held 
is that we’re attracted to 
individuals, not types, 
and it’s wrong to have 
expectations of people 
based on race—especially 
when it comes to sexual- 
izing/fetishizingpeople. I 
think we should date and 
have sex with whomever 
we want and not carry 
prejudiced expectations into our relation¬ 
ships. I am worried she sees black men as 
stereotypes of athleticism, confidence, and 
the other complicated constructions we’ve 
made about the black body, like black men 
having bigger dicks. I also worry that she 
might see me as less masculine and less well- 
endowed because of my race. I eventually 
asked her about these issues, and we had a 
tense conversation. I tried to ask if she had 
ever checked herself for possible prejudice 
where her sexual desires are concerned, and 
she shut the conversation down by accusing 
me of trying to control her. I reassured her 
that I wasn’t trying to control her, but it is 
possible I was projecting the insecurity her 
comments stirred into the conversation. 
I’m trying to balance two components: my 
own insecurity and the possibility that she’s 
holding a legitimately prejudiced opinion 
that makes me uncomfortable. Any advice? 

SEEKING TO INTERROGATE NEWISH 
GIRLFRIEND’S STATEMENTS 

It’s a big leap from ‘T have a thing for 
black guys” to ‘'white guys aren’t mascu¬ 
line or well-endowed,” STINGS, and you 
made that leap on your own. So in addition 
to confronting your new girlfriend about 
her attitudes and assumptions... you might 
want to give some thought to your own? 

That said, the things your girlfriend has 
said about black and Asian men are legit 
problematic. When someone describes 
their attraction to a certain group, racial 
or otherwise, as “a thing,” that usually 


means they see members of that group as 
things—and in a society that dehumanizes 
black people, white people can easily come 
to see black people as objects. 

As for her comment about your Korean 
friend: Prevailing beauty standards shape 
our ideas about attractive¬ 
ness, and those standards 
are shaped by our rabidly 
racist culture. A person 
socialized to only recog¬ 
nize the beauty of men 
or women of European 
descent may not even con¬ 
sider—they may not even 
be able to perceive—the 
attractiveness of people 
who aren’t white. And 
then when someone of a 
different race does manage 
to make ablip on their sex 
radar, it comes as a sur¬ 
prise. But instead of reconsidering their 
ideas about attractiveness, a dumb fuck¬ 
ing white person—even one from a liberal 
background—is likelier to say something 
stupid like‘T don’t usually find Asian guys 
hot, but your Korean friend is attractive,” 
rather than rethinking their assumptions 
about their desires. Declaring one Asian 
guy an exception allows someone like your 
girlfriend to have her racist cake (‘T don’t 
find Asian guys hot”) and eat it too (“But 
this Asian guy is hot”). 

It’s a shame your girlfriend reacted 
defensively when you tried to bring all this 
up, STINGS, but sometimes people react 
defensively in the moment and then keep 
thinking about it. My advice: Keep bringing 
it up—but it would help if you owned your 
own shit during these conversations (and 
you have some shit of your own) rather 
than just self-righteously going after your 
girlfriend for her shit. I have to say, though, 
I disagree with you on one thing: People 
do have types, and there’s nothing wrong 
with having t 5 ^es. It’s a good idea to ask 
ourselves whether our “types” are actually 
ours and not just assigned to us by con¬ 
ventional standards of beauty (white, slim, 
young) or athoughtless/fetishizingreaction 
to those standards (a desire to transgress 
with nonwhite, larger, or older folks).
